Tlie Premier Kefuses to Discuss 
Kailway Coutracts in Debat- 
ing the Address. 

Sir Charles Tapper Replies to lleceiit 
KJiauderu aiid Is Criticised 
by a CunservatiTe. 



(From Our Own CorrcBPOUdcnl.) 
Oi'T.^WA, Feb. 4. — This has been an 
exciting day in tiio Commona. The do- 
bate on the address was commenced and 
not finiabed. Mr. Bertram, the mover, 
endoraed the Yukon deal iu all ita (ett- 
tures. 

Sir Oharlea Tapper spoke for four 
hours, severely criticiaing Mr. Laurier's 
speeches in lilnHland and his rejection of 
preferential trade. He sevorly attacked 
^rd Aberdeen ior delivering a speech in 
Toronto in favor of the Liberal policy. On 
the Yukon qaestion he denied that his 
company had secured a permit from the 
British Columbiu government to tend 
50,000 gallons of whiskey into Northern 
British Columbia. The man who tent 
out that report from Ottawa was in 
plain terms a liar, ile emphatically de- 
nied that he had any connection with 
(he Mackenzie & Mann contract. Be 
was a firm believer in an all*Canadian 
roTite to the Yakoa in the interest of 
Canadian trade, and he bad not 
hesitated to press that view on 
Mr. Sifton. Personally he knew nothing 
of the contract with Mackenzie .Mann 
until he saw it in the newspapura. Ho 
teverely castigated the Toronto World 
for slandering him ia this connection. 
He urged the government to reduce tlie 
royalty on gokl to one per cent, aud to 
mete out to Americans in Canada the 
same treatment as they accorded to 
Canadians in the States. If they de- 
(dined to grant mining licenses to Cana- 
dians we should treat them in the same 
way. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier made a brief re- 
ply, declining to discuss the Stikiue rail- 
way matter until the question is prop- 
erly brought be:ore the house. 

W. F. Maclean (editor of the World) 
closed the discussion, defending the 
iviurse of his paper in condemning Sir 
Charles Tupper for rushing into print iu 
ddfence of the government'B policy with- 
out consulting ii'm party and Wtthoat an 
accurate knowledge of the facts. 

.Mr. Ulair iiiveti notice to-night of a 
bill to coiiliiin the agrtenieut with Mac- 
kenzie t*^ iMaiin to incorporate the Can- 
adian-Yukon Company. 

A UMONIST VICTOaY. 

This Result in Wolverhampton After a Close 
Contest. 

London, Feb. 1. — The result of the 
parliamentary bye-eleclioii in South 
Wolverhampton to-day to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the recent death uf the 
Right Hon. Obas. Pelha^m Villiera was a 
victory for the Unionist candidate. Dr. 
John \j. Gibbons, who defeated his Lib- 
eral and i^iidical opponent, Mr. Geo. K. 
Tnorne, by ill votes. The voting was as 
follows : CTibbons, 4,115 ; Thome, 4,001.

Ho contrasted thia 
treatment with the liberal couiae of tho 
United States iu impnaiuir only nominal 
ond exemplary penalties on British ves- 
sels for similar ofTences, Bud expressed 
the hope that the government would 
both obtain redress for this particular 
act of injustice and protest against tho 
general practice of Canada in harassing 
Ameiican fishing vessels.

Bklfast, Feb. 4,— Phillip King, it is 
announced in a despatch from Cavan, 
capital of the county of that name, has 
been arrested on a charge of murdering 
his mother-in-law, wife and two chil- 
dren. King, who is a farmer residing 
near Bhearcock, is alleged to have com- 
mitted the crimes on Monday last, bnt 
the bodies were only discovered to-day, 
and King, who had run away, was soon 
afterwards taken into custody. 

NO CBBDIT FOB SHIPS. 

Japan and Spain -Both Negotiating for War 
Vessels But bhort of Cash. 

London, Feb. 4. — The negotiations 
which have been conducted by Japan for 
the purchase from Brazil of war ships 
now buildinE in England and France 
have been broken oiT, Japan not being 
able to lay down tho necessary spot 
cash. The Spanish government, which 
has endeavored tD porchaso these ves- 
sels, is in the aame dilemma as regards 
cash payments, and Brazil will now oflfer 
the ships to the United States. 

A "W0BKEE8'" UNION. 

New Scbeme to Combine Politics with Trade 

Unionism . 

London, Feb. 4.— The recent defeat of 
the official trades union has prompted 
Tom Mann, the well-known labor leader, 
who is backed by certain other labor 
leaders, to issue a manifesto urging the 
formation of a new workers' union. This 
union is intended to be essentially poli- 
tical as well as industrial, because it has 
been shown that trades unionism with- 
out political action is not equal to the 
Fohition of the labor oroblem. The aim 
is to organize the bulk of the country's 
wojkerb, of whom barely one-fifth are 
embraced in the existing unions, and to 
enroll all classes of workers, skilled and 
unskilled, brain workers and hand 
workers. The organization is to be used 
on every possible occasion to advance 
the interests of its members by political 
effort until collectivism shall suporeede 
capitalism. A preliminary conference 
held last evening endorsed the scheme.

Finch said he had surrendered to a La- 
mont constable and would be brought 
here this evening. Finch is a daring 
and reckless man aud the sherifl" be- 
lieves he is being made the object of a 
juke. He recognized the murderer's 
voice.

Lake Shore Road Faases Into the Hands of 
. New York Central. ' ■ 

New York, Feb. 4.— The Lake Shore 
railway to-day became the property of 
the N.Y. Central railway. Tlie final ar- 
rangements for the transfer of the Lake 
Shore system wore made thia morning, 
when the directors of the Central met 
hero to conBider the proposition made 
some time ago for a union of the two 
roads into one system, to be operated 
hereafter as one road stretching from 
New York to Ofaicago. Nearly all the 
directore were present, and those who 
could not be on hand sent proxies favor- 
ing the purchase. Chauncey M. Depew, 
president of the Central, presided ana 
represented the Vanderbilt's interests 
in both the Lake Shore and the Central. 



CALIFOKNIA FKUIT PESTS. 

German Authorities Taking Steps to Pre- 
vent Their Introduction. 

Bkklin, Feb. 4. — The Reichsanzeiger 
this afternoon publiahea the following: 
" Tfie American agricultural department 
report on the San Joae louse led to an 
official inquiry here as to the circum- 
stances under which American fruit is 
imported. Prof* Frank on January 29 
found on Oalifornia pears arriving at 
Hamburg numerous living, breeding 
shield lice. He consequently expreaeed 
the opinion that fruit cultivation was 
uxpoaod to a grave material danger 
thereby. A conference of other promin- 
ent apeci.alists and the reports of the im- 
perial oflice of health confirmed thia 
view in every particular. Thus the ne- 
cessity for prompt measures for protec- 
tion was fully demonstrated." 

Tfie Reichaanzeigor describes the "ex- 
traordinary harmfuluess of the S.i,n Joeu 
louse according to publications of the 
Waahiugton agricultural depai tment, 
and the measures taken in America, in 
Oregon and Britisfi Columbia," and 
says : " It ia thua the unavoidable duty 
of the government to give efficient pro- 
tection to the home fruit industry from 
the danger of disease here." TheKeich- 
sanzeiger then gives the regulations ad- 
opted, already cabled, and concludes 
with pointing to phylloxera as an ex- 
ample of not adopting immediate pro- 
tective measures; while the Colorado 
bue, it is added, was kept out by timely 
precautions. 

The federal coancll yesterday approved 
the proposal that a decree should be is- 
sued prohibiting the importation from 
America of live plants aud shrubs, and 
packages containing the same. Fruits 
are to be examined by experts on their 
arrival at German ports, and any found 
to be infected with the fruit louse will 
bo excluded. 

Washinciton', Fob. 1. — When the ca- 
ble as to the proapectivo quarantine of 
American horses by Germany was shown 
to Chairman Ilitt, of tiie house foreign 
afl'airs committee, to-day, he said this 
move waa clearly part of a general move- 
ment excluaion, shown by the recent ac- 
tion against American fruits. He sug- 
gested that it waa time to discover a 
bacillus in German wines, and it would 
desirable also to determine as to the 
sanitary character of the process of mak- 
ing German sugar sent to tha United 
States. 



THE JINGO REASONING. 

Because of Britain's Acts a Century Ago tlie 
United States Sliould Assist Her 
Enemies in China. 

New York, Feb. 4. — Francia C. Mooie, 
who is known as the chamber of com- 
merce jingo, allorded a diversion at yes- 
terday's regular meetihgof the chamber. 
There had been submitted for adoption 
a memorial addressed to President Mc- 
Kinley, reciting that "There are now 
important negotiation e ^'jing Ijotwceii 
European powers regardiii;^' the eijipiru 
of China ad'ectinir the territory of ihat 
empire, and to that extent aUVctini.' the 
pri viicilc.B enjoyed under cxiating treaty 
riglits by American citi;'.enH trr.dirii; in 
and witli China," and urging that 
prompt steps bo taken for the " defense 
of the existing treaty rights of our citi- 
zens in China and for the preservation 
and prptection of their commercial in- 
terests in that empire." 

Mr. Moore, in opposing the adoption 
of the memoiial, urced that the United 
States should not antagonize Russia, 
France and the German empire. The 
chamber, he intimated waa playing into 
the hands of England. "England," 
said he, " has been consistently and 
nniformly the ever watchful foe of the 
United fStatea." Thio declaration was 
received with laughter and criea of 
"No," and Mr. Moore continued : "I 
notice tlie aniilo of derision, but it does 
not deter mo from making the state- 
ment, which history will vindicate. 
I'higlnnd tried to enslave us in ]77U. She 
burned down our national capitol in 
Waahington in the war of 1812, and in 
tlie last war, when our house was divided 
againat itself, in the liour of our diatresa 
she took part with the seceding member 
of our family." 

There was an interruption at this 
point, and the president, Mr. Alexander 
E. Orr, ruled that Mr. Moore was out of 
order. Mr. Moore waa disposed to dis- 
pute the president's ruling, hut finally 
aaid that out of respect to tlie chair he 
would submit. The memorial was then 
adopted. 

WlliE TO DAWSON. 

Dominion Government Plnns to Be Brought 
Forward at tlie Present 
Session, 

MoN'TiiEAL, Feb. 4. — It is quite proba- 
ble that the Dominion gorerament will 
during the present session ask for a vote 
to extend their telegraph system through 
(iuesnello to Dawson City via Telegraph 
Creek. It is understood that the osti- 
nintea have been prepared allowing the 
coat of tlio proposed line. Tlicro may 
also be a proposition from the Canadian 
Pacific to build or lease a line. The dis- 
tance from Aahcroft to (iucsnelle is 226 
miles, and the government already owns 
the telegraph line between tlieso two 
points. From Quesnella to Telegraph 
Creek is a further distance of 5-JO miles, 
which it ia said can bo wired in one 
aoasiin. It is said that the government 
have been assured that the line, auffl- 
cient to meet the present requirements 
of the country, can bo built for half a 
million dollars.

Arkansas Farmer Ends a Dispnte by Slayine 
His Eatber, Motberand Son. 

Little Eook, Ark., Feb. 4,— Sol. F. 
Autrey, a farmer, accompained by his 

family, went to visit his father and 
mother, living near Jlulberry, Franklin 
county, yesterday, Autrey became en- 
gaged in a religious argument with the 
old folks. Suddenly ho erasped an iron 
bar, killed his father, mother and hia 
ten-year-old son and seriously injured 
hia wife and three children, two of whom 
are not exjiected to live. Ilia wife and 
eldest daughter, although badly hurt, 
managed to notify the neighbora. When 
they reached the house they found Aut- 
rey a raving maniac with his clothing ou 
fire. He was overpowered after a hard 
struggle. He has been chained all day, 
talking incoherently and swearing that 
witches were the cause of the act. 



THE INDIAN ASSASSIN. 

Death Sentence Pronounced Vpoa the Self- 
Confessed Murderer and Agitator. 

PooNA II, Bombay Presidency, I'eb. 4.— 
Damadar Chapekar, the Brahmin who 
was arrested in October last on the 
charge of being connected with the mur- 
der of Lieut, Ayerat and Commissioner 
Rand on June 22, by shooting them from 
ambuah aa they were leaving the recep- 
tion given by the povernor at Ganesh- 
kind in honor of Queen Victoria's Dia- 
mond Jubilee, hab been sentenced to 
death. 

Damadar Chapekar, who is a Brahmin 
Indian advocate, ia no ordinary criminal. 
When arreated on October 2 ho con- 
fessed to having murdered plague com- 
missioner Rami with the aid of an ac- 
complice, and admitted also that he was 
the instigator of the tarring of the 
(Queen's statue at Bombay. lie ia about 
28 years of age and well educated. 

About two yeara ago he eatabliahed a 
club or reading room at Poonah, and 
after a while ho proposed that the mem- 
bora ahould as far as posaiblo collect all 
the arms they could. Thereupon one 
member of the club stole two swords, 
two guna and a couple of pistols, which 
ho took to the club honse. The member's 
example was followed by others, and 
when a certain quantity of arms bad been 
collected Ohapekar began teaching the 
members to use them. When questioned 
as to his motive for collecting the arms 
Ohspekar said they would prove useful 
in the event of further diaturbances 
with the Mohammedans or against the 
Melencbas. 



JAPAN'S FllEMIER. 

Tlie Ularquis Ito Speaks of the I'lans of 
His Government. 

Nkw Yokk, Feb. 4.— a special to the 
Herald from Tokio says: 

Marquis Ito received yc"ir correapond- 
eut at his official residence. Ho said : 

" Concerning matters of foreign policy 
I must be necessarily reticent. 

" The government of Japan is watch- 
ing the situation in the Far East, and is 
prepared to safeguard Japanese inter- 
ests by whatever meana may be required 
by events. 

" I am investigating existing condi- 
tions in our internal afl'airs. I retired 
from power only sixteen months ago, 
but there have been ao many changes 
under the late, government that I feel I 
need to study the situation carefully be- 
fore announcing iijy policy and plana. 
The diet to be elected March 15 will 
probably convene about the middle of 
May. By that time I shall be ready to 
lay my programme before parliament." 

" Do you approve of the proposal to 
increase the Japanese navy four hundred 
thousand tons, now advocated by several 
Japanese newspapers?" 

" Every nation," the Maniuis replied, 
" would like to be ae stron;; as poeaible. 
■Siicli an increaee would ruiuiie several 
years and a good deal of money. We 
should not hesitate, however, to make 
the necessary eaciilice if circuinstanccb 
iletiianded it. I would like to have you 
inspect our Jajjaiiefo lleet and see liow 
well disciplined it ia. Wo are stronger 
than ever before." 

'•Do you expect to make important 
changea in the national policy'.'" 

"I believe in making public scliool 
education practical and harmonizing the 
training therein, given with what are 
called modern, progressive ideas, bring- 
ing into line American methods. This 
will receive very careful attention from 
the government." 

" Do you expect to go forward coloniz 
iug Formosa'.'" 

" Yea; I hope to pacify it soon and ex- 
tend our control to all parts of the island 
and develope its irreat repources." 

The Marijuia said he thought the re- 
sult of the couiiug election of the iliet 
was very important. The political situ- 
ation, he said, was very uncertain, and 
it waa possible such members might be 
elected aa to give no party a majority. 

The people, ho continued, are now 
greatly interested in economicquestions. 
They are inclined to get rid of mere 
politicians and elect really representa- 
tive men who- understand the needs of 
the manufacturing industries and com- 
merce. 

The late government adopted the gold 
standard, but the change was too recent 
to judge its permanent eU'ect. 

" Wliat will Im the Jupaiieee attitude 
towards Hawaii '.' " 

The^ JIaiquia laughed, and replied; 
" No, I don't regard the incident aa im- 
portant. Negotiationa aro just where 
they were. My government will culti- 
vate friendly relations with the United 
States, whose people always had friendly 
feelinga for Japan."

AN EMERGENCY EXISTS. 

The Ottawa Citizen says that the con- 
tract for the coDBtruction of the Stikine- 
Tealin railway waa " not uecesBitated by 
the emergency of the moment." Tbia 
baa no reference to the nature of the 
agreement, bat to the fact that the gov- 
ernment did not wait nntil the whole 
matter had been threshed out in parlia- 
ment, for the Citizen says it does not be- 
lieve the contractors are waiting for the 
contract to be ratified, but are pushing 
on with their preparations. The Citizen 
tiaa an exceedingly poor appreciation of 
the Bitnation. We do not propose in 
thia article to diecneB the terms of the 
agreement. These may or may not be 
the best tliat could be obtained. What 
we propose to apeak of is tho emergency 
of the moment, which the Ottawa paper 
thinke ia "not so preaaing but that 
precious time may be spent in tallcing 
over what is best to be done. 

We tell the Citizen that an emergency 
exists, and one of the gravest character. 
The Yukon needs a railway. The ex- 
ploitation of its enormous wealth will be 
impossible without a railway. Unless a 
line ia built this year there will certainly 
be a great deal of diatreua among the 
miners next winter, and what perhaps 
ia of even greater importance, the de- 
velopment of the wealth of the region 
will be eerioualy retarded. This railway 
must be either to a point in Canada or 
to one in the United States. If it is to 
one in the United States, a great city 
will grow up at its southern terminus, 
and the trade of the country will pass 
largely into tho handa of Americans. If 
the terminus of tho road is a point in 
Canada, the trade will be controlled !)}• 
Canadians. This difference is of tho 
utmost importatice. It concerna not 
Victoria and Vancouver alone, but the 
whole Dominion. The enterprising peo- 
ple to the south of us have made all 
their arrangements to control the Yukon 
tra<le, and a part of those arraugeinents 
ia the I'oiigiruction of one or more lines 
from the head of Lynn Canal to points 
on the Yukon waters. Let such lines 
be built and controlled by Americana, 
let them start from American cities and 
the trade of the Yukon will be almost 
wholly in the hands of AniericanH. It 
id tlie kuowleduo of this that has led to 
the agitation in British Columbia for an 
all-Canadian line. Eve y one who has 
-come out to the Coast and looked into 
the matter for himself agrees with the 
people of British Golumbia on tbia point. 
There is one exception, namely. Col. 
Djmville and he has, or thinks ho has, 
,ui interest in one of tho enterpriseB for 
tlie tapping of th'o Yukon from an Alas- 
kan point. In thia matter his interests 
are those of the American cities that 
have been the rivals of the Brit- 
ish Columbia ' cities in competition 
for the trade of the North. Every 
one else advocates an all-Canadiau line. 
It is of tho utmost importance that such 
a line shall be begun in time so as to 
render the construction of any line from 
the head of Lynn Canal unnecessary. 
The government of Canada could not 
afford to stand back and permit Ameii- 
can capital to construct lines to the 
Yukon frontier, for if they were allowed 
to do that it would be hardly fair to re- 
fuse them pormiasiou to build further. 
Delay in the matter of railways to the 
Yukon ought to be out of the question, 
and the country, when it rightly under* 
standa the matter, will say that the gov- 
ernment baa done perfectly right in 
treating the case as one of emergency. 
'I'h'ii does not touch tho nature and 
I'.iiicimit of the subsidy. A 



a great risk, and the compensation 
allowed them therefor may or may not 
be excessive. Under the best system of 
calculating that can be devised this 
must remain an open question. We 
repeat that the people here on the 
Coast, who know the situation and who 
understand what a loss to the whole 
country delay will mean, are not dispos 
ed to listen with much patience to 
quibbling over details. They are rather 
disposed to say that contractors who 
come to their assistance in a struggle for 
commercial supremacy in a field wfiich 
means wealth and prosperity to them, if 
they can control it, deserve liberal 
treatment, and if they are able to make 
a handsome profit out of their enterprise 
will not begrudge it to them. 

Does the Citizen appreciate wliat the 
control of the trade of the Yukon means 
to Canada, and what its loss will 
signify ? , We can hardly believe it does, 
for if it did, it would approach the con 
sideration of aqnestion of this vital im- 
portance without partizanship. If it 
can be shown that the bonus granted is 
excessively large, let it bo done, and we 
will &11 join in a demand for 
its reduction; hut do not let Can 
adians take take up the battle of 
the American rivals of Canada, and 
plead for a policy that will lead to the 
construction of railways to take trade 
away from us. It is bad enough to jier- 
mit Americans to come into the country 
and carry away all the gold they can 
find, without addine to thia the policy of 
allowing them to capture all the 
trade. 

The case is one in which it was necee- 
sary for the government to come to the 
assistance of the business men by adopt 
ing a policy that will secure the early 
construction of the railway. The Cosat 
cities of Canada were handicapped in 
the struggle by the fact that all the 
transcontinental railway lines in the 
United States, all the newspapers, and 
many commercial organizations, were 
fighting them. Capital in large amounts 
and prejudice in immeasurable quantity 
were massed against them. They realized 
that there was only one way in which to 
keep what ia theirs by right, and that was 
to secure the construction of a line of 
»railway from the Stikine to Lake Teslin, 
which lino can be reached in summer by 
steamers carrying the dag of Canada, and 
can later be extended to an open port in 
British Columbia, thereby securing for 
all time to come Canadian supremacy in 
Canadian territory. If there ever was a 
case for prompt action it was this one. 
If there ever waa an emergency, one ex- 
isted in this matter. The government 
has dealt with it promptly, and its 
promptness has evoked expression of 
congratulation on all sides. The Britieh 
Columbia cities see, not only daylight 
ahead, hut the rising of the full orb of 
prosperity. But while the first and most 
direct benefits will be felt in this prov- 
ince, the secondary and greatest advant- 
age will be to the east of the Dominion, 
for the manafactnring establishments of 
tie East and the farm lands of the 
prairie region will be called upon to sup- 
ply most of the products that will be 
needed in the Golden North. Let the de- 
tails of the contract be criticized as much 
aa may be needed to make their exact 
nature known; let them be altered if 
they are unduly favorable to the con* 
tractors; but let no one say that an 
emergency does not exist. 



IMPERIAL FEDERATION. 

Jlr. J. Lowles, M.P., of London, who 
has been spending a week in Victoria 
and went East this morning, is a very 
ardent advocate of Imperial federation. 
Ho has the advantage of having visited 
all parts of tho British Empire and of 
being very closely in touch with the sen- 
timent of the artizan c\paa in Great Brit- 
ain. He frequently addresses audiences 
numbering many thousands in London 
and other great centres of population in 
lOngland, being a graceful and forceful 
speaker. Tlieso qualifications entitle 
him to apeak with a large measure of 
authority, and when be states that the 
movement for a closer connection be- 
tween the several sections of tho Empire 
is gainin;^ such Btrengtli that he expects 
within the next two or three years to see 
a radical change in the relation of the 
Colonies and the Molhor Country, even 
if it is necessary to make some change in 
the fiscal arrangements of the latter, hia 
opinion will be received with a great 
deal of interest. 

Undoubtedly the Imperial sentiment 
is growing in the Empire, although, of 
course, we do not mean anything resem- 
bling what is known aa Imperialism in 
Continental Europe. The movement 
has no direct connection with personal 
attachment to the Empress-Queen, al 
though undoubtedly her influence and the 
high personal regard felt for her by the 
citizens of the Empire everywhere fur- 
nish a stimulus to it. Indeed it ia not 
easy to measure the full effect of Hor 
Majesty's prestige and popularity in 
this regard. Britons are supposed to bo 
nothing if not severely practical, and tho 
last thing they will plead guilty to is 
that they are at all influenced by senti- 
ment ; but when we get down to the 
bottom of the matter there are probably 
no people in the world who are more 
swayed than they by intangible con- 
siderations. It ia true that there is 
always a practical side to their sehtimon- 
tfllity, hut the whole policy of tiio 10m- 
pire ia shaped and controlled by tradi- 



tions of tho glory of the race, by its love 
we have | o' freedom, by its determination t ) have 
already said, tlio contractors have token j fair play, and last, but by no meai g 



le*,3t, by the fact the Crown, as worn by 
Her Majesty, is the aymbol of the broad- 
est democracy the world baa ever seen. 
This being tho case, we cannot say how 
large a part the personal affection of the 
British people for their Sovereign may 
not have played in bringing about the 
strong feeling for Imperial consolidation 
now apparent in every land over which 
the Union Jack waves. 

There are unquestionably many 
reasons why the component parts of the 
Empire should become more closely as- 
sociated. The Empire ia a world within 
itself. There ia no dim ate unrepresented 
in its vast domain. There is scarcely a 
family of mankind that does not contri 
bute something to the hundreds of mil- 
lions going to make up its population 
All the great religions stand on an equal 
basis beneath the folds of its flag. And 
over and through it all, permeating it 
like a subtile current, giving it life and 
energy, is that marvellous system of 
jurisprudence known as the Common 
Law of Ensland, than which there ia 
nothing ever devised by tho ingenuity 
and wisdom of mankind better fitted to 
preserve to each individual the fullest 
degree of freedom consistent with the 
welfare of the community. Aa firm aa 
it is elastic, and as elastic as the require 
ments of such a diversity of peoples, re 
ligiona and localities and of such a mag- 
n licent consolidation of power dc' 
inand, it is upon the Common 
Law of England that the glor- 
ious superstructure known as the 
Britiah Empire rests. That it will con- 
tinue to endure we may well believe, for 
it rests upon principlea that are eternal 
In speaking thus, we recognize how 
eaay it is to be carried away by words; 
we do not forget how large a part asso- 
ciations, education and prejudices play 
in forming an opinion. But we only say 
what others say of our institutions. The 
beat minds in all the countries of the 
world have united in placing the British 
system of law in the very first place 
among the systems in vogue, and as con 
taining within it the results of the ripe 
experience of centuries. In it we find 
the best that was contained in that re- 
markable ayatem known aa the Mosaic 
law. It gathered from the Romans — the 
greatest self-governing race of ancient 
times— all that was worth preserving 
The hardy sons of the North added to it 
that intense appreciation of individual 
libeirty, which waa strengthened by the 
salt winds of sub-Arctic seas. We shall 
never know how much the empire 
builders of to-day owe to prophets 
and teachers of Israel, the tribunes 
of Rome and the Vikings of the 
North Atlantic. In this respect 
there is a sharp contrast between 
the British constitution using that word 
in its broadest sense, and the constitu- 
tion of such nations as Ruasia and China 
Theeo countries, like India before its 
conquest by Great Britain, developed 
their polity from within themselves, 
China was for centuries hemmed in first 
by her isolation and later by her pre- 
judices; Basaia was almost as much cut 
off from everything that tends to the 
devolopmentof national institutions upon 
bread and enduring foundations, 'ihe 
great dld'drence resulting from thedif 
ferent causes in operation ia recognized 
by all competent authorities, no matter 
of what nationality. Perhaps the great- 
est compliment of all paid to the Britieh 
people ia the admission by men of the 
type of Emlio Castillar, of Spain, that 
there is no other nationality capable of 
so high a degree of self-government as 
t'lat enjoyed by citizens of our Empire. 

V closer union will come. How it will 
come, we do not profess to foresee, or 
when it will come'. It we may speuk 
from tho experience of the past, we 
would say that it will come when and 
hjw we least expect. 

Skkisg tliat the United .States govern- 
ment is so very particular about Can- 
a lian vessels being obliged to carry cus- 
'o us escorts or put up bonds whenever 
they pass through the territorial waters 
of the United States, how would it do 
fjr Canada to reciprocate and require 
that every United States veeael passint; 
through tho territorial waters of Canada 
should first report at tho nearest cuh- 
toins houBO and take an escort on board'.' 
All the north-bound Btoaraeis are in the 
territorial waters of Canada from tho 
time they enter the Gulf of Georgia un- 
til they reach Prince of Walea- laland. 
Why not oblige them to enter at Vic- 
toria or Vancouver and take on an es- 
cort? _ 

Tiiic Seattle Times pronounces the 
Post-Intelligoncor'a demand for pro- 
hibitive license ngainst the agents oi 
Victoria morchanta and transportation 
lines " peanut busines," and says that if 
Seattle with her splendid- advantages 
cannot hold her own in a fair field she 
deserves to be beaten. Thia has a manly 
ring about it; but the Post-Iatelligoncer 
has done incalculable harm to Seattle 
already. It has made the city tho 
laughing-atock of the country. 

If anjono ever told anybody that 
when a man obtained a license at Daw- 
son City ho had to return to Victoria to 
register bis claim, aa the Seattle Times 
intimates sotneone did, be told what was 
not true. But everyone who goes to 
Yukon will not want to go to Dawson 
City, and tho great majority will not go 
near that place. And if a man were at 
Dawson City he could not got a license, 
for there are none there, and there will 
b3 none there for aoveral months yet.

stately Ceremonies for the Opening 
of the Coming Legislative 
Session. 



Details Beinc Perfected to Make as 
Imposiutr a spectacle as 
Possible. 



The arrangements for the opening of 
the new parliament buildings are rapidly 
nearing^completion and will be as per- 
fect aa it is possible to make them. Of 
course it will be impossible for the 
thousands of people who receive invita- 
tiona to get inside the legislative cham- 
ber, as, spacious room though it is, its 
capacity is limited to about 700 people, 
and this has only been accomplished by 
removing the members' desks for the 
time being so as to give as much room aa 
possible. The invitations sent out, it 
most be remembered, are only souvenirs 
of the occasion; specially numbered 
tickets are required for a seat inside the 
legislative hall. The chamber itself will 
be divided into three parts, the section 
at the speaker's end being devoted to 
the judge^, military and naval ollicore, 
clergy and chief ofiQciala ; next comes the 
members' section, with seats for mem- 
bers and their familiea and others; and 
the third eeclion and the galleries will 
be devoted to those who liave apecial 
tickets with numbers. An aisle from 
the speaker's chair directly down the 
centre of the chamber will be kept open 
for the Lieutenant-Governor and hia 
auite to enter and leave, and by leaving 
this opening it will be an oppor- 
tunity for many who cannot enter 
the hall itself, to see from the floor of 
the rotunda and lobbies the greater por- 
tion of the scene in the chamber. 

At exactly three o'clock tbe Lieuten- 
ant-Governor will appear at the bar, and 
leaded by the aergeant-at-arms will 
proceed to the throne, the Fifth Regi- 
ment band playing the National 
Anthem. After the speech from the 
throne, the Arion club, which will be 
stationed in the Speaker's gallery, will 
aing '• On the Sea," and " God Save tl;e 
Queen " will be sung as the Governor 
retires. It was at first intended tliat 
His Honor would see the after proceeJ- 
ngs from the floor of the house, but a 
natural desire to cling to precedent lias 
resulted in that being abandoned, 
f^ever since the time of Charles I has a 
representative of the Queen been pre- 
sent at the deliberations of a legislative 
body. 

The house will then be opened after a 
special prayer of dedication by Bishop 
Perrin, and the choir will sing again. 
The pro forma motions and businesa 
will then be diapoaed of, and the closing 
prayer will be by Bishop Cridge, the 
motion to adjourn coming last of all, 
with the National Anthem aa a patriotic 
winding up of the moat elaborate open* 
ne the legislative asaembly of Britiab 
Cclumbia has yet seen. 

All four former speakers will be on 
the ttirone with Mr. Speaker liiggins, 
the preaent incumbent, who baa hela 
that important office for nine years: 
Hon. J. S. Helmcken, who links the old 
crown colony days with these newer 
times, for he was the first Speaker when 
responsible government waa granted to 
Vancouver Island, a position he held for 
fifteen years; Hon. Fred Williams. 
Speaker for four years between 1878 and 
SS2; Hon. J. A. Mara, who was 
peaker from 1882 to 1886, and Hon. C. 
Pooley, Speaker from 18S7 to 1889, 
who on this occasion will probably set 
apart from his colleagues in the minis- 
try. 

During the evening the buildings will 
be lit up, and the public will have free 
adraisHion, and be shown through the 
beautiful structure. The Fifth Begl- 
ment band will bo preaent and play 
throughout the evening. 

Mr. E. C. Howell, auperintendent of 
works, who has been placed in charge of 
the arrangements, baa workmen putting 
things in shape as quickly as poaaible, 
and promises everything will be ready 
u time for the opening.

The Exodus From Dawsou Has 
Ceased— Major Walsh Buys Pro- 
visions—The Fatal Cold. 



Skagway has witneseed a double mur- 
der and, if the pasaengeia hf tM Oity of 
Seattle are to be believed in the matter, 
a lynching. The circamatance of the 
caee are particularly pathetic, and the 
newB, received by the incoming of the 
fast \V. A. boat early this morniug, 
eouBtitutea the chief item in her budget 
of Northorn intelliiienus. 

MacGrath,a young residentof the town 
wae the tirst victim of the killint; ; the 
second was Marshal Row^an, who since 
the eatablisliraent of Skacway has acted 
aa gaardirt.li of hiw and order in a aome- 
tiuies troublesouio community. The 
murderer was a bartender, Ed. Fay by 
name, ngaiiiet whom sentiment ran bo 
high lliat wlien Ijo had been arrested by 
a self-aworn police cominittco of citizens 
liis late was apparently sealed. Accord- 
ing to tiioir arrangeiuentg ho was to pay 
tlie penalty of liia deed on the very day 
the Seattle puUetl one on her aoulhward 
journey the lal of this month. 

It was not BO much the killing itself 
that kindled the indignation of the 
rough and populace, bat the fact that a 
third innocent victim was practically 
slain by the same bullet that pierced the 
heart of her husband, Mrs. MacGrath, 
who had been confined the morning of 
the shooting, being at the time of the 
fatality in eo weak a condition that the 
terrible newa waa more than her strength 
was capable of bearing. 

JlacGrath had been playing cards in the 
aaloon ut which Fay acted aa bartender, 
and, according to the Btoriea told by the 
the Seattle's paesengers, became invol- 
ved in an altercation over a money loss 
in which ho charged the houao with be- 
ing implicated. Fay retorted by evict- 
ing the coniplaiuiiii: patron of the es- 
tablishment. He was gone only long 
enough to interest Marabal Rowan in hie 
story and return in that officer's com- 
pany. 

Fay had prepared for juat such a con- 
tingency, and as they entered drew his 
revolver and without words fired first 
at MacGrath and then at the marahal, 
with fatal effect in each iaatance. He 
was disarmed as aoon as the crowd at- 
tracted by the Bhooting had time to re 
alize the situation, and when the 
death of Mrs. MacGrath waa an 
nounced the feeling againet him be 
came so greatly iateuEiiled that the 
original intention, to send him to Juneau 
by the tirat boat, was promptly abandon- 
ed in favor of a vigilantea' trial a..d 
summary execution. He had not paid 
the debt of his crime at the time the 
Seattle sailed, but it was generally 
lunleratood waa to bang on the evening 
of Tuesday last. MacGrath and hia wife 
were formerly residents of Mount Ver- 
non, Wash., where the latter was well 
connected, and both were generally 
eeteenied. 

01 the Klondike newa broaght by the 
juat arrived ateamer there ia little to 
say. Summarized, it 19 but confirmation 
of the former reports that very few 
Dawsoniana are now comine to the 
coast, and news aubjecta in the upper 
Yukon district are generally exhausted. 
About twenty in all had arrived at the 

an dnring a fortnight, ami of 
theae only eight were suflicientlv en- 
amoured of the delighta of civilization 
10 come further than Skagway. All but 
one of these left the Seattle here, their 
names being: Frank La[)i»/rre, U. Per- 
ron, Charles Yeagcr, John r\Icl)onald, J. 
liiiielovv and Charles ilarrie. Charles 
Lake, of Reno, Nevada, went ou to his 
iiome. 

The ^"th of December ia the latest 
'.JawBon (late brought by any of the re- 
turned re&identa of the gulden North, 
and tofiuote Mr. Lake, " nothing worth 
the telling has happened there since 
Captain Kay wrote his letter to Captain 
TIealey as tn the aitoation down the 
river." No speciolnew striites had been 
reported— no disorders had arisen or 
Herious accidents occurred. 

A Canadian mail had on the 2(ith 
ultimo reached the Klondike capital to 
Kratiiy the hope long deferred, and a 
second consignment of letters waa ex- 
))ected to get through before the present 
tune. .Major Walsh wae paseed hy the 
new arriviila still encamped ut the 
Salmon. He had deteriiiiiied not to 
tempt the river uiild April, and to meet 
the ncci'seitiea of his party had pur- 
<'hased two tons of provisions from iiar- 
ties on the Hootalinqua, paying there- 
for at the top'line rate ol ^2 a pound. 
Hi's own re-stock had got as far only aa 
the foot of Lake Lebarge, to which point 
ia aa far aa horsea can travel. 

Aaide from the murder and ita prob- 
able seijuel, the chief excitement in 
Skivjjway during recent weeks haa heen 
that occasioned through the arrival in 
camp of a couple of men who had been 
exposed to hard weather while taking a 
trip up to the summit, Oueof theEohad 
been auU'ering from pneumonia, which 
hia arJuoua exjierience intensilied eo 
that be expired as the town waa reached. 
IU» companion liad both feet badly 
fro;;en and came down by the Seattle to 
obtain more edicient treatment than the 
border townaflbrda. 

Among the other paeeengera by the 
Seattle were Messrs. Fullerton and 
Ferry, of the G.P.R., who have been 
visiting Wrangel for the purpose of mak- 
ing arrangomenta in connection with 
the plana of the Canifiiian road for cater- 
ing for the Northern trade, which pre- 
parations they have com piloted to tlieir 
appaient aatipfnctiou. The Corona, 
when the Seattle passed lier, was lying 
in exactly the same poBitioii as the 
morning after she Btriiek — swinging 
little if any, and seemingly oH'ering no 
insuperable ditliculties to those under- 
taking the work of wrecking her. 

Charles C. Yeager and J. J. Man- 
Donald, of Dawson, who arrived here by 
the Seattle, are at the New England. 
They left on the 2;>rd and arrived on the 
seaboard in twenty-eight days, having 
stopped over several days on the way 
out. Mr. Yeager has been four years in 
the Yukon country. He was in 
Circle City when the first news 
of the Klondike diacoveries reach- 
ed there, but he did not arrive at 
the new gold fields until both Bonanza 



staked. He waa fortunate enough, how- 
ever, to be able to buy into several good 
claims which he has been working over 
Binco and in which he is still interested. 

The object of hie trip out is for the 
purchase of supplies. He says he thinks 
that he can buy cheaper hero than in 
any American city, and when the duty 
is taken into consideration, there is no 
doubt remaining in hia mind that this 
city is the proper place in which to out- 
fit. The Canailian customs officials ac- 
cording to his testimony ore extremely 
strict and thorough in their inspections, 
and it ia aimply an impossibility to pasa 
them, aa many Americans have found 
out who have gone tbroagb recsntly. 

With reference to the food supply of 
the Klondike, Mr. Yeager eaya that 
while he docs not think there will be 
any atarvation, there will on the other 
hand be no surplus when spring arrives. 
Wages have not been reduced in Daw- 
eon, and any good Btrong man can com- 
mand a dollar and a half an hour. 

The trail on the journey out^waa found 
in good condition, and when Yeager and 
>lacDonaid reached the head of Lone 
lake, about eight inileH the other side of 
the summit of the 'White pass, they 
found that a miner named Jackson had 
been brought in a few days before badly 
frozen. 

When the company awoke in the morn- 
inc! and prepared to break camp, it was 
found that he had died as a result of the 
exposure. Jackson was from Waahing- 
ton state, ana being an Odd Fellow, sev- 
eral members of that order had his body 
carried to Skagway, from which point it 
came down by the Seattle for burial.

VOLKEKT VEUDEK DEAD. 

He Was F.ilher of tlie I\Iember for Cliilll- 
wack ami a Leader in tlie 
District. 

Tidings of the sudden death of Volkort 
Vedder at the residence of hia son, A. S. 
Vedder, M.P.P., were received on Mon- 
day evening and spread rapidly through 
the community. Shortly before 
o'clock, on going to call him to supper, 
he was found sitting in hia chair, aa if 
asleep, but no response waa made to the 
call. Hia easy poBture and peaceful face 
clearly indicated death without a 
struggle. Mr. A. S. Yeddar waa absent 
at Matsqui inspecting work on the dyke, 
but waa at once communicated with. 

Mr. Vedder was born in Bchnectady, 
N.Y., on November 3, 1808, and was 
therefore in his ninetieth year, About 
1848 he made hia home in Chicago, but 
came to California in 1850, and return- 
ing to his old home the nest year 
brought hia three sons back with him 
to the Coast. Of the little family 
party only one, Mr. A. S. Vedder, 
now survives. In ]850 he came to 
B.C., DBtlling at Hnmas the following 
year, and he haa lived ever since in the 
valley, coming to live with fiis eon at 
Sardis in IS82, having losthiewifo in the 
early fifties. Few men were better 
known or more universal ly respected 
than Mr. Vedder. For nearly sixty 
years he was a member of the Methodist 
church, and for over thirty has been 
known as one of the old guard of that 
denomination in the valley. AaexTmio 
old ai;o crept upon him ho retained to a 
wonderful deereo hia cheerfulness and 
brightness of spirit. He haa for years 
been the life and iaapiration of every 
religious gathering wtiich he haa at- 
tended.

TKADE OF THE WEEK. 

Few Features of Interest in Dun's Review- 
Business Generally on Sound 
Footine. 

ToKONTO, Feb. 3.— E, G. Dun & Co.'s 
weelily statement of trade /in j; Canada 
says: The storm of Monday and Tuesday 

in j\Ioatreal while not marked by nearly 
so heavy a snowfall as that of last week, 
waa more of a blizzard-like character 
and much more widespread in its re- 
sults. Many travellers have been storm- 
bound at off rail points owing to a block- 
ade of country roads, and the railroads 
have been operated with conaiderable 
difficulty, so that on the whole the week 
has been a comparatively quiet one as 
regards business. The municipal elec- 
tions in the city were also more or less 
of R distracting element, though not 
marked by the excitement of other occa- 
sions. Country collections are affected 
by the recent weather conditions and 
the effect ia leaa noticeable in less liberal 
general remittances to the wholesale 
trade. The -Ith instant is a heavy day 
for iiaymonte in the dry goods and wool- 
len trade, and some of the' larger houses 
have been receiving a number of remit- 
tancea from cuatomera against pajior 
then maturing. As far as can be judged 
a very fair percentage of paper ia likely 
to ha provided for, and tl'.ere does not 
appear to be any anticipation of note- 
worthy failures aa a result of default on 
that day. The money market coiitinuea 
well supplied with funds, and the rate 
of call loans is unchanced at four jier 
cent.; general discount six to seven per 
cent. 

The trade situation in Toronto is un- 
changed. A hopeful feeling prevails and 
prices of leading staples are firm. The 

movement this week has been curtailed 

Boinewhat owing to the snowatorms and 
severe weather, which haa checked 
traffic. Travelleis were unable to get 
about with freedom, and in some linea 
ordera did not come in aa liberally aa 
had been anticipated. The weather, 
however, benefitted the aorting-up buei- 
neea in heavy woollen goods, and the re- 
tail coal trade waa otimulated. Failures 
in Ontario this week wore more numer- 
ous than usual, but generally speaking 
they are small concerns and not due to 
any special dullness at thia particular 
time. The scarcity of hides has caused 
an advance in prices, and dealers are 
now paying 9>2 eenta for No. 1 green, 
f^eatber dealers complain that prices are 
too high for the product but report a fair 
trade. There is a moderate trade in 
hardware with values steady. In gro- 
ceries businesa is quiet, but there ia 
more inquiry for teaa. Canned vege- 
tablea are firmer but tomatoes higher. 
Dreased hogs were in limited receipt 
with prices firm and the product aleo 
firm. The wheat market ia uneettleii 
with pricea generally higher than a 
week ago. Coarse graina are hiuher. 
Payinenta are reported aatisfactory. 

Money ia easy, with small loans at 1 per 
cent, and commercial paper diecounted at 
(> to 13.' .J per cent. Businesa on the To- 
ronto stock e.xchange has been fairly 
active during this week. Cable and To- 
ronto Electric are higher aa well as as- 
surance atock. Bank shares were quiet 
but firm as a rule. Toronto railway haa 
shown no advance during the week, but 
it holda ita price well. Mon^ in New 
York is easier, with call loans at l.'.j to 
1 li' per cent., and in London at 2 to ' .. . 

F'ailures for the week were 30; for uiu 
same week last year, 6.3. 

British Columbia continues to find 
gooil bnaineaa in outtittinj; Klondike 
men, and large building contracts with 
active real estate transactions make the 
situation encouraging in Vancouver.

There being no iilteniaLive, the Itww re- 
luiring that only Canndian vesgelbi bu 
employed 'as wreckerj in conncL'tioii 
with tbe saving oi tbe jiartiaiiy Bub- 
merged Cqrona, preparations towards 
complying with the law in this reppect 
are now being made. Capt. Charlee 
Cloodall, the iiiunagiug owner of the 
strnudcd uhip, will arrive iaere from tliu 
iSound on the City of ICingston in lurth- 
eranue of these propoBitiona.and it is ex- 
pected, although not poailively certain, 
that Captain Metcalf ia also on his way 
here from San FninciBco to superintend 
the wrecking operations to be com- 
menced in the course of a week. Tlie 
Coiona'a underwriters are the parlies 
vviio will stand ttie expense of waiving 
the tiliip, and it is uuderatood 
Captain Metualf, who, it will be 
remembered had charge of the removal 
of the Cleveland from the rocks where 
she struck on the West Coast, has been 
appointed to liout the Corona if iiosBible 
aud take her either to Esijuimalt or 
Tacoma for repairs. In anticipation ol 
all this, the Maude was busy yeeterdiiy 
loading machinery for tbe work, and on 
leaving here for the North on Sunday 
will carry upwards of 100 tons of this 
cargo, including some very powerful 
pumps belonging to the G.P.N, company 
and other steam appliances of tbe most 
modern kind used in ancb work. Tbe 
position as well as tbe condition of the 
Corona to-day is indeed peculiar, lying 
at the entrance to channel with lier bow 
lianl on a reef a little to the Eouthward 
of Lswis island, elie ie exposed to any 
southerly gale. Jier decks have al- 
ready been swept clear of all 
housework, and while at low water her 
k^^;l K ;'.!'/ to the forward niaBt, her 
steru ia totally submerged and weighted 
down with tons of cargo in her hold. 
There ia auch a slope to ber decks that 
one Clin hardly walk them. Under these 
circumstanceB'one of tbe first considera- 
lions in tbe raising oi the ship will be to 
.strengthen ber decKS with timbers placed 
just witbin tbe after hatch, for, not- 
withstanding the ehip being an iron 
one, it ia claimed that no deck will sup- 
])ort more than seven feet of water. This 
(lone, an effort will bo made to patch 
up the hold. All cargo will then be 
removed, and by this time when the 
pumps are put to work, it is believed 
that pretty nearly all the buoyancy re- 
quired to lloat the steamer will be 
obtained. The undertaking, though an 
extremely difficult one, ia confidently 
looked forward to as being feasible 
and likely to prove Buccessful. A ship 
of the Corona's dimensions, namely 
L!20x35x9'j feet, is worth to her owner 
conaidoraijle more now than she 
would have been a year ago, in view of 
the great demand for vessels, aud to save 
ber is a matter worth doing at almost 
any coat. Tbe Corona's accident, local 
undei;writer& say, ia sure to increase in- 
surance rates on all vessels plying in 
northern waters, and aa a matter of fact 
insurance companies are now awaitinp 
the arrival of instructions from head 
oflicea advising them accordingly. In 
regard to the Corona's cargo, it is not 
known yet whether it will bo sent back 
to tbe Sound or not, but il is expected it 
will be shipped, as ivas the Cleveland's, 
to Victoria in bond for one of the cities 
of tbe iisound, 

Bt'II.nmO MOKE STEAMERS, 

The Maitland-Kersey Transportation 
Company through their energetic man- 
ager, Frank M. Yorke, are rapidly ad- 
vancing their preparations to participate 
in the Northern trade. There arrived 
HI Ciidboro bay for the company yester- 
day the !)0-font steam launch Monte 
Cristoof ^Jt. Vernon, Wash., which the 
campany recently purchaeed. This 
steamer is to run between Wrangel and 
the mouth of the .'^tikine, and when navi- 
gation opens oil the river will work up 
stream. From Wrangel to the Stikine 
there ia iutericate navigation at certain 
stages of the tide, but over this the 
Monte Cristo can run with upwardsof lOU 
paesenKere with comparative safety, as 
may be judited from tbe following di- 
mensions. Keel, 90 feet; beam, 22 feet ; 
draft, 13 inches. Plana for a very fast 
twin-Bcrew launch were yesterday re- 
ceived by Mr. Yorke. This vessel will 
be 70 feet long and will be used princip- 
ally for the accommodation of the mem- 
bers of the compauy in addition to doinu 
some towing on the upper Stikine. If 
not used for thissho will lie built on Tea 
lin Lake, tlie comjiany having not yet 
full decided which of the two plans they 
will pnreiie. Tbe keels for the new 
ateainora building on the Star ways have 
already been laid and work is progresa 
ing very favorably. Mr. Maitland- 
Kersey, one of the promoters of the com 
pany, is expected to arrive from tbe East 
to-morrow and will here open oflScoa and 
make other arrangements for the com- 
ing season's busineaa. 

A SEIIVICE OF DELAYS. 

It waa not until late yesterday evening 
that the carpenters completed their work 
on the ateamer Thistle, and in conso- 
ijiionce it will not be until thia morninz 
sometime when tha steamer eaila for the 
North. The ]>.iclmrd III, which ia to go 
up in towol the Lome, was also delayed, 
and she too will siiil to-day. The tliird 
steamer that was to have left yesterday, 
the tiueen, will according to information 
at hand last evening, be taking her de- 
parture early this morning. In the 
appearance of the Thialle a great change 
has been wrougb, but the change has 
been chiefly in tbe addition of nearly 
sixty berths. Among the passengers 
booked all with the exception of some 
three or four are from Seattle, and have 
outfitted here.

THE C0(^U1TLAJ1'S ADVE>;TL'KE. 

Slie Translerred Her PasserRers When Ap- 
parently in Danger But Is Not Very 
Badly Damaged. 

Va.ncoi'vku, Feb. (Special)— The 
Coquitlam, which went ashore near 
Mary Island on her way north to Dyea 
and Skagway last week, returned to 
Vancouver this afternoon. A number of 
her plates have been loosened and many 
rivets are gone, bo that she is leaking 
considerably, though not beyond the ca- 
pacity of tho pumps. As slie grounded 
in a falling tide, the holes were plugged 
at low water and she Uoated oil' with the 
flood. Soon after she went on the rock 
the steam schooner Aui;usta waa sighted 
on the way from Seattle to Dyea, and 
was signalled for aid. The captain, 
however, refused to go to the as- 
sialance of the Coiiuitlam till hia 
chief engineer refused to allow 
him to pass her. Aa the Coquitlam 
waa then thought to be in some danger 
the Augusta took twenty-five of ber pas- 
eensers to Mary island, a distance of 
two miles. The passengers complain of 
many indignities from the captain of the 
Augusta, w-ho, though he insisted on the 
paynieut of $2.C0 per head for the short 
jiurney, acted towards them most 
churlishly. At Wrangel the Augusta's 
piping gave out, and stie had to ask tbe 
Coiiuitlam to tow her to anchorage. The 
reijuest was granted. Wheri the Ccquit- 
'.am lelt Wrangel on the way south, the 
other boat had not started to unload 
and waa still disabled, though repairs 
were being made. The Augusta ran 
ashore at Alert Bay on the way uj), but 
the title being low alie was floated oil in 
a few hours without any serioua damage. 
The Coqnillam will be taken to Victoria 
at once for repairs.

MED WITH ORDERS 



Local OntlUters Supply Scores of 
Ameiicau Nugget Seekers Dur- 
ing: tbe Week. 



WLy Victoria Is Favored by People 
From the States as an Out- 
iittiusr Place. 



The past week with local outfitters 
has, without doubt, been the beat they 
ever experienced. When it ia con- 
sidered that up to the preaentr time the 
majority of customers have come here 
from the Ooaat states, and that the rush 
from Eaatern Canada haa not yet set in, 
some idea of the magnitude of the bnai- 
neea that will be done here in connec- 
tion with outfitting proapective minera 
miiy be arrived at. 

Many of the Americans who left thou- 
sanda of dollars with Victoria merchants 
during the paat week were, according to 
atatementa made to the Colo.vist and 
publiahed, simply compelled to come 
here to outfit, owing to the favorable 
conditions that exist here. In the first 
place they wanted to avoid any trouble 
in regard to obtaining mining licenses. 
Then, too, they were anxious to save the 
duty of about 30 per cent, charged on 
American goods; and above all, they 
knew by careful investigation that they 
could get a better class of goods at lower 
prices here than in any other Ooaat city. 

Many Americana who outfitted here 
openly stated that they were led to visit 
victoria by information furnished them 
in Seattle from the " Bureau of Informa- 
tion ".eatabliahed there by British Col- 
umbia cities. In obtaining this infor- 
mation they say there was no attempt 
made by the people in charge of the 
bureau to mislead, for a subsequent visit 
to this city proved all the statements 
made in regard to outfitting and trans- 
portation to be abaoiutely correct. Se- 
attle's effort to ehut off this method of 
conveying information to prospective 
miners who vieit the citv^ by _ tbe iin- 
poaitlon of an absurdly nigh licenee, i& 
characterized by the Americana who 
liave favored Victoria with their patron- 
age as a high-handed piece of buainess 
which will in the end work the city 
more harm than good. 

Of the many atatemenlB made by Am- 
ericana in regard to Victoria's advan- 
tages as an outfitting point, it is inter- 
esting at the present time to publish a 
few aamplea. 

The following high testimonial from 
Harry Phillips and party of Fruita, Col- 
orado, was given after the party visited 
Seattle and finally coming here pur- 
chased their auppliea : 

ViCToniA, Jan. 22, 1898. 
iVi'ssr.s. Gilmorcii- McCandleKi', Victoria: 

Ukar Siks, — Before leaving for the 
Yukon we desire to thank yeu for the 
very satisfactory manner in which our 
outfits were put up, consisting of cloth- 
ing, shoes, etc. We are convinced, after 
examining the prices in Seattle, that we 
have saved considerable money besides 
the duty, which on our outfits of cloth- 
ing, aboea, etc.. alone wonld amoant to 
about $40 per man,

Perhaps the beat object leaaon fur- 
nished to prospetive minera yet was the 
purchase here last week by Mr. S. A. 
Wiltsie, of the customs department at 
Seattle, of several outfits for minera ho 
ia grub-Btaking. 

" We are saving at least 15 to 20 per 
cent., outaide of the duty of 30 per cent., 
by purchasing our outfits here, and we 
have nothing but words of praise for the 
thoroughly businesalike way in which 
ycur morubanta attended to oar wants 
here." 

Tfio above statement was made at the 
beginning of the week by the head of a 
party of nugget seekers composed of \V. 
a. Bailey, A. McConnell and Oeo. Mc- 
Vey, of San Franciaco, and Ben. Hill, of 
Philadelphia. They took into the 
Northern country outfita for two years. 
" AlthoU;?h we are all Americana we 
have passed Seattle by to outfit here. 
We were in that town and carefully 
looked into prices, but are convinced 
that we save over i^lOO on each of our 
outfits purchased here." 

Mr. T. M. tlualla, one of a large party 
from Loa Angeles, added the abave 
evidence as to Victoria's advantagea, to 
the mass which ia daily accumulating. 
Ilia party left aeveral thousand dollare 
here, having purchased two years' sup- 
plies. 

Statements similar to the above suf- 
ficient to fill aeveral columns could be 
given, but these are strong enough in 
themselves to show that Victoria is 
rapidly forcing to the front as an outfit- 
ting point. 

From many points in the Southern 
and Western States Mr. W. G. Cameron, 
the Johnson street outfitter, has this 
week received iiujuiries aa to prices of 
outfita, and the accommodation farniah- 
ed proBi)ective miners here. 

From Gormantown, Marshall county, 
Minnesota, ho has been asked to Htato 
his figures for outfitting a party of lliirty 
to forty nion. Still another incjuiry 
coineB from Iluntsvilie, Alabama, from 
a doctor who oxiiecta to go North with a 
party, and wishes to know if he can got 
a good outfit at reasonable prices in 
Victoria. 

The remainder of the Everett, Wash- 
ington state, party who are registered at 
the Dominion, arrived yesterday, and 

will proceed north on Sunday. In the 
party, which numbera thirteen, are Mr. 
and Jlra. Backman, ijaplanders, who are 
(loteriuined to sfiek their fortune in the 
frozen north. The party obtained their 
complete outfit here, after looking care- 
fully into prices at Seattle. 

Mr. P. D. Whitehead and Mr. W. 
W. Winward, of the Gypsy Queen Gold 
Mining Co., Chicago, and who represent 
ft large number of miners who will leave 
'Paconia shortly for the Northern gold 
fields, are guests at the Drlard. Tlio 
party, which ia comjioaed of practical 
men, will probably start from Victoria 
early next week, taking a steamer to 
the moatb of the Stikine, tbenca up the 
river to Telegraph creek. Nearly all the 
members of the party are Americans, 
and many of them will outfit here. 

Mr. winward was formerly general 
manager of *' The Pair " at Chicago, one 
of the largest departmeiital stores on 
the continent. Mr. Whitehead was 
formerly in the mining and coal busi- 
noBB in Chicago.

SOY MUSDEBEB HANGED. 

Expresses Sorrow for His Crime and Hopes 
It WiU Not Be Cast Up to 
His Family. 

Beulin, Ont., Feb. 4.— Allison, the 
boy murderer of Mrs. Orr, was hanged 
to-day. It was four minutes to S o'clock 
when Radcliffo, the hangman, entered 
Allison's coll. Alliaon stood up and re- 
plied Steadily, " I am ready," to Kad- 
clifTe'a interrogatory remark, "Well, 
Allison." Kadcliffe then bound hie 
arms to his aide. The prisoner did not 
say a word while this proceeding was 
going on, but followed RadclifTe out into 
the corridor, where the Bolemn march to 
the scaffold was commenced. Alfred 
Boomer, magistrate of Linwood, with 
Jailer Cook, walked at the head. Then 
followed Dr. Webb, coroner of Berlin, 
with Dr. Bowlby, the jail surgeon. Eev. 
^Ir. Atkinson walked ahead of Allison, 
who was between Otto Qestmier, the 
death watch, and Thomaa Tracy, the 
turnkey. 

Just before entering the yard Jailer 
Cook asked the boy: "Have you any- 
thing to say?" " Nothing," Alliaon re- 
plied, but at the aame time he handed 
Mr. Cook an envelope, on the back of 
which was written and signed by him- 
self theae words: " I am sorry for my 
crime. I did it out of ill-will. I hope 
those who I injured will forgive me and 
that no one will turn this np to my peo- 
ple. My aentence is just and I hope God 
will have mercy on me." 

The door of the shed where the execu- 
tion waa to take place was reached and 
Allison for the firat time looked upon 
the Bcaflbld. He gave a qaick, eager 
look up to where the rope could 
be Been alightly swaying, and then 
turned his head in another direction. 
Ho walked firmly on to the tcaffold 
platform and stood on the trap which he 
knew would in a few seconds give way 
under him. He turned around to those 
who accompanied him, and, as well as 
he could with his arms bound, shook 
hands with them. Executioner Rad- 
clifl'e shot the bolt, a thud was heard, 
and Allison disappeared. The rope 
tightened, and switched backward and 
forward slowly with the motions of the 
body. Alliaon died without a struggle. 
The drop altogether waa 8 feet 11 inches, 
11 inches more than usual. 

At the expiration of half an hour the 
body was cut down, and Dr. Bowlby 
made an examination. Allison, be said, 
must have died instantly, althongh his 
heart had not ceaaed to beat for eight 
minntea after the drop fell, which was at 
one minute after 8 o'clock. This was the 
first execution that ever took place in 
Waterloo county.
